Soon after Fidel Castro solidified his power in Cuba, the bonds were rendered worthless by the United States Treasury and reissued “ 
absentia” to the First National Bank of Boston. How and when these bonds made their way out of Cuba remains a mystery, but they represent 
a tiny numismatic treasure for collectors to appreciate and study. As we study it at our desk, we see a well-margined example that exhibits 
natural paper wave.

(signed) T(homas) F. M(orris).” Morris performed quality engravings at the BEP. His tenure from 1893-98 was cut short due to a mortal illness. 
This example is mounted on cardstock as described by both Hessler and PCGS. The Hessler number of “Fd 16” on the third party label is a 
Friedberg design number.

The 
font is dramatically larger, with the phrase measuring 43 millimeters, nearly 30% larger than the 32 millimeters seen on the other note here 
this evening. In recent years, Paper Money of the United States by Arthur and Ira Friedberg has seen many changes, which have reflected 
changes like this. Tonight's offering is a perfect side by side comparison of the types for study and appreciation.

Compound Interest Notes were authorized by the Act of March 3, 1863, a tool to raise funds for war efforts which were proving far more 
costly than original expected. Unlike Demand and Legal Tender Notes, the Compound Interest Notes paid interest at 6% per annum, 
compounded semiannually for three years from the date of issue. These pieces paid a better interest rate that the Interest Bearing Notes. 
Hessler and Chambliss, in their tome, The Comprehensive Catalog of United States Paper Money, surmise that these notes were intended to 
“absorb” the Interest Bearing Notes in circulation. At their peak in 1865, Compound Interest Notes and Interest Bearing Notes, accounted for 
as much as a third of the total money supply in the United States. Since the interest clock stopped in 1868, few notes were left unredeemed. 
Any appearance is infrequent, especially for the higher denominations. 


The example offered here this evening is a new discovery, previously unknown to currency census takers. Just one note in the census is 
recorded by serial number in a grade higher than Extremly Fine. That piece has yet to face the scrutiny of today’s third party grading services. 
Neither service has graded anything above the Very Fine 30 level, making this piece one of the finder examples available to collectors. In our 
2014 January FUN Signature Auction, we offered a PCGS Very Fine 30 that topped the $140,000 mark. The devices here remain fully detailed, 
with a deep green printed back design and bright paper. It was very common for the overprint to oxidize over time, usually inconsistently. 
While there is some oxidization here, it occurred uniformly, resulting in little negative impact to the eye appeal. The aforementioned Very 
Fine 30 was the only note offered at auction in essentially a decade, leading us to believe there is still a lot of pent up demand for this rare 
and intriguing Friedberg Number.

The census shows just two notes, both of which have 
been graded by PCGS. This is the finer of the two, perhaps elevating it to the most coveted of all Black Eagles. While all four margins are 
large enough for a Gem grade, the bottom margin out-sizes the top margin by a bit; unusual for an A plate position note. The finest details

As paper money collectors we are always interested in items that have both historical significance and great rarity; notes or other material 
that can take our collections to the next level of desirability and interest. Simple autographed small size notes, particularly modern Federal 
Reserve Notes, normally don’t accomplish this task. At large conventions, for example, there have been numerous times when Treasury 
officials have provided courtesy autographs to those willing to stand in line for the opportunity. Tonight's offering, however, is a whole 
different matter. It is truly a unique grouping that simply cannot be duplicated. One of the small perks of serving in high office, particularly 
in the Treasury Department, is that one receives, on rare occasion, truly special presentation pieces commemorating terms in office and other 
key events. Usually these are proudly displayed as office pieces and then kept by the recipient or the recipient's family and descendents for 
decades. But once in a great while, these treasures become available in the market and knowledgeable collectors know that the chances 
to acquire such high quality items will be few and far between. Tonight's grouping comprises four presentation pieces related to Katherine 
Davalos Ortega, who was sworn in as the 38th Treasurer of the United States on October 3, 1983 though her tenure is listed as starting on 


September 26, 1983. Her service continued in this capacity until July 1, 1989. She served under both President Ronald Reagan and President 
George H. W. Bush. Included here: 


e A framed presentation piece from the Federal Reserve Bank of Cleveland with a complete denomination set of serial number

e A framed picture of President Ronald Reagan and Treasurer Ortega, autographed by the President, expressing his appreciation 
for her service.

Very Scarce Series 1934B $10,000 Face Specimen 


18103 Fr. 2233-B 1934B $10,000 Federal Reserve Note Face Specimen. PMG Choice About Unc 58. The Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
prepared Specimen printings for most of the currency series issued in the decade after the 1928 conversion to a small currency size. These 
Specimens were unlike those that were printed in the Large Size series; most were uniface with a back engraving simply stating SPECIMEN, 
NOT NEGOTIABLE. Most, but not all were roulette cancelled SPECIMEN. 


Small size $10,000’s started with Series 1928 and quickly followed with Series 1934. Both Series are available to collectors today, but in 
limited numbers. Bureau of Engraving and Printing Records show that not only were plates prepared for Series 1934A and 1934B $10,000 
FRN’s, but 1,548 notes were printed and presumed released. The complete lack of any hint of the notes existing suggests that they may 
have been printed, but never released. The signatures of W.A. Julian and Fred M. Vinson indicate Series 1934B plates were likely prepared 
between 1945 and 1946, during their very short combined tenure in the Treasury. 


The Specimen offered here this evening is an ideal example of the Specimen Printing, with just a hint of a bend preventing a higher Grade, 
despite its Gem appearance. We have handled a couple other examples of these early $10,000 Specimens, including a Series 1934B Face 
and Back Specimen pair that realized $23,000 in our 2005 Taylor Family Collection. The Specimen market has matured since then, leading 
us to believe this Face Specimen could break out of our estimate range this evening.

The $1000 Montgomery Treasury Note is one of the iconic notes of the Confederacy, with this specimen being one of approximately 130 
known surviving examples based on lists of recorded serial numbers kept by various collectors and dealers. The survival rate is fairly high, at 
around 22%. This is because the Montgomery notes were never really envisioned as circulating currency but rather as smaller denomination 
fiscal instruments aimed at individual investors who would be attracted by the 3.65% interest rate. The Montgomery notes were ordered in 
early March 1861, mere weeks before hostilities commenced. The original contract, which included coupon bonds, transferable certificates 
of stock, and Treasury Notes, was let with American Bank Note Company who, in turn, turned the Treasury Note portion of the order over 
to National Bank Note Company. National was under intense pressure to design, produce, and deliver these notes quickly and used stock 
pre-war vignettes as one means of compressing the production schedule. The portraits of John C. Calhoun and Andrew Jackson, for example, 
are found on numerous antebellum issues from both the North and South. The two in life were often at odds, with Jackson being a fervent 
anti-secessionist while Calhoun was an equally ardent supporter of states’ rights. 


This note was included in Hilton’s collection for the same reason he selected all of his note, stunning eye appeal for the grade and type. The 
paper is fresh with a creamy original tone, one that is unhindered by age. While there are some closed cancellations, minor restorations and 
some mounting remnants on back, the visual impact of this important Confederate rarity remains unchanged. It bears the serial number 152 
and edges out Hilton’s last T1 offering, a PCGS Apparent Very Fine 30 that realized $29,375. Expect this attractive PCGS Apparent Very Fine 
35 to realize at least...

Only printed as part of a first shipment of 607 sheets, this $500 note is one of approximately 130 known surviving examples based on 
recorded serial numbers. The survival percentage of around 22% is quite similar to the survival rate for the $1000. Because these notes 
were kept as interest paying investments rather than being used in circulation, it seems quite reasonable that these notes would enjoy such 
a survival rate. National Bank Note Company, as a means of expediting design and delivery made use of stock pre-war vignettes. The center 
vignette, called The Crossing, which was engraved by James Smillie, appears on a number of antebellum notes. The engraving is so detailed 


that, with magnification, one can read the words on the tiny warning sign under the tree by the horseman. The other vignette, Ceres, also 
made appearances on other state bank notes. 


It’s important to note again that just 607 sheets were printed as this note bears number 604. It is the highest known serial number listed 
in Hilton’s census and has a good chance to retain that distinction with so few possibilities for a higher number. These last few notes hold 
another distinction. On July 16, 1861, the capital as moved to Richmond, which led Register Clitherall to tender his resignation. The new 
register was Charles T. Jones, who signed just the last few notes; serial number 593 and higher. His signature at bottom left, C.T. Jones was 
also annotated with the date July 27, 1861, eleven days after the capital moved. While the note designates Montgomery, one could also 
consider these notes the first Richmond issues. The Jone’s involvement and the move of the capitals during issuance was such an important 
event that Criswell gave notes bearing his signature their own reference number in his book. 


The paper is exceptional on this PCGS Very Fine 30 graded note, and the margins are ideal for the type. In fact, one will rarely find a fuller 
framed note that is as even on all four sides. The all important C.T. Jones signature remains bold against the attractive and only lightly 
circulated paper. Elements of the embossing are still evident through the holder.

There are today about 185 known surviving examples of the $100 Montgomery note. Based on this note’s serial number, 1342, it was part 
of the second shipment of 1000 two-subject sheet notes that was nearly confiscated by federal authorities in New York in April 1861. The 
survival percentage of around 11.5% suggests that these lower denominations spent more time in circulation and a bit of less time in bank 
vaults or strong boxes. National Bank Note Company used two stock vignettes for this denomination. The locomotive pulling into the station 
is a vignette used on a number of state bank issues both Northern and Southern before and during the war. The other vignette is entitled 
America and again was used on a number of antebellum state bank issues. NBNCo made several subtle adjustments to the vignette from its 
pre-war appearance. Many of the stars on the drapery were either removed or muted so as not to give the illusion of a “star spangled banner” 
and the shield by America’s right hand was modified to have fewer, wider bars than the original, blurring the concept of a federal shield. 
Later when this vignette was used in the T41 $100, the Liberty Cap and the fasces, symbol of strength through union, were removed entirely. 


The first public auction record for this piece was in a Milfred Henry Bolender auction in 1948, where the note realized $16. Hilton’s research 
shows it was consigned at that time by Loring T. Reckard of Chicago, am ANA member whose involvement in the numismatics stretched back 
into the teens. It also passed through the hands of Dallas collector Gordon Bleuler. Today it is graded Apparent Extremely Fine 40 by PCGS. 
Some minor restorations are noted and there are remnants on the back, but the note has always been admired for its eye appeal, with the 
1948 auction description reading in part, “looks much better than its grade.” It is endorsed on back by John Boston and dated May 30th, 1861.

The $50 Montgomery note is one of approximately 180 known surviving examples based on lists of recorded serial numbers. The survival 


percentage of around 11.2% is due to the fact that these notes circulated more widely than the larger denominations which were mainly held 
as investments until redemption. National Bank Note Company used stock vignettes and counters due to the need to quickly produce and 
deliver these notes before the impending commencement of hostilities. The vignette of slaves hoeing was used on state notes before the war 
and even found its way onto T41 $100s later in the war. Hilton acquired this note in 1999 in an auction appearance boasting of its complete 
boarders and good color. While there are folds, they are visible mainly from the back, giving the note a much higher overall appearance. 
PCGS has since bestowed a grade of Extremely Fine 40. The originality of the note is refreshing with as bright of paper as one would hope 


for the type and grade.

Printed by Hoyer & Ludwig, just over 73,000 of this design were issued between late July and early September 1861. Printed on ill-suited 
thick bond paper, this design seldom survives in unmolested condition. Another note from the Chiappa collection, this was also a plate note 
in Criswell’s 1996 Confederate catalog. PCGS Apparent Very Fine 30, with restorations. The restorations noted by PCGS were executed by 
a very experienced restorer and would easily escape inspection by even the most tenured of currency specialists. The paper is bright and 
attractive with deeply printed devices and bold remaining signatures.

In order to keep up with an ever-increasing demand for more currency, C.G. Memminger used just about any printer who was willing to work 
for the Confederate Department of the Treasury. One such printer was Jules Manouvrier in New Orleans. Memminger’s preference had been 
to keep work with Manouvrier’s in-town rival, but the New Orleans branch of American Bank Note Co., now using the name Southern Bank 
Note Co., simply did not have the staff or equipment necessary to meet the burgeoning needs of the Confederacy. Manouvrier was given 
the opportunity to print $5s and $10s and did produce notes, even if not using awe-inspiring designs. The $5s, for example, employed no 
vignettes and had only a simple pale blue back. The design of the $10 has always been assumed to be similar except for color, although some 
experts have brought that assumption into question. In any case, Manouvrier proved to be far better at printing notes than shipping them. His 
shipment of $5s and $10s was made in flimsy cartons that were ransacked on their way to Richmond. While officials did issue the 15,556 
$5s, the $10s were withdrawn and never issued. Today, the Manouvrier $5 is considered one of the keys to a type collection. Those without 
damage and deeper blue backs, as well as those that are fully framed, are more difficult to obtain. PCGS grades this attractive note Choice 
About New 58. It is perfectly framed on the face and more importantly boasts about as deep a blue back design as one can find for the type.

The New Orleans branch of the American Bank Note Co. produced a number of different high-quality steel-engraved bank note designs for 
the Confederacy under the name Southern Bank Note Co. The capacity of the branch was quite limited, but the branch manager managed 
to use dies that were on hand to produce serviceable bank notes in at least limited quantities. Assailed by rival companies (e.g. Keatinge & 
Ball) who planted doubts about the loyalties of the branch manager and finally by Union forces who captured the city at the end of April 
1862, production ceased after limited quantities of notes were shipped. The company produced 14,860 of these $50 notes that featured a 
large train vignette and other complementary vignettes that were all pre-war ABNCo designs. The last two-subject sheet of $50 (T4) and $100 
(T3) Montgomery notes was not issued (thus the odd number of 999 issued two-subject sheets rather than 1000) so that it could be shown 
to Southern Bank Note in an attempt to get T5 and T6 design work started. A rich blend of orange and black inks on bright paper add to the 
already eye appealing vignette work employed by the Southern Bank Note Company. PCGS bestowed an impressive grade of Choice About 
New 55PPQ, with mention of cross-cut cancellations. Original embossing is noted and a lone fold through the body of the note is all that 
keeps this piece from a full Uncirculated grade, even though it may have never actually been used. This note can be traced back to a Lester 
Merkin sale where Doug Ball relayed to Hilton that it was the nicest T15 he had ever handled. The proof is in the pudding and a look at our 
archives shows no finer offering in 15 plus years of Heritage Auctions, indicating this may still be the finest example of the type ever offered 
at auction. The only note that came close was Eric Newman’s PCGS About New 53PPQ that realized more than $21,000 less than a year ago. 
A realization in the $20k’s again tonight would be a surprise to no one.

The Confederate Department of the Treasury stuck with Southern Bank Note Company in New Orleans (the thinly disguised American Bank 
Note Co. branch) as long as it could because there were few capable steel plate intaglio printers within the boundaries of the Confederacy. 
The problem was that the office was so small that its ability to produce the large quantities of notes needed was severely limited. Nonetheless, 
before New Orleans fell to Union forces in April 1862, it produced several high-quality banknote designs that were eagerly accepted in 
Richmond. This red-and-black $20 features vignettes of Minerva, Navigation (or Commerce), and an adaptation of Pat Lyon at his forge. The 
note also bore three red-orange counters and a tint panel to deter counterfeiting. Only 14,860 of these notes were issued before production 
ceased in April 1862. 


In the last half decade, just one other T19 with original paper has graced a Heritage Auction, Newman’s Choice About New 55PPQ which 
realized more than $30,000. That note was in a league of its own, an outlier that may not be seen again for some time. We reference that 
sale only to illustrate the vast chasm between the prices for just a few more grades. The PCGS Very Fine 30PPQ here tonight would also 
be considered a condition census note, and the second finest that we’ve offered in a very long time. It’s important Premium Paper Quality 
designation will add to the bidding activity. While original embossing can be seen, the orange design details are the highlight on this 
beautiful piece. They remain deeply colored without any sign of aging. A perfect contrast to the wholly original paper.

The plate mate to the Indian Princess $5, this $10 was printed by Hoyer & Ludwig, based on a plate donated by the Bank of Charleston 
to the Confederate Department of the Treasury in 1861. This example has a plate letter/number of A12 and is excessively rare, with one 
authority indicating that five examples of this plate letter/number are currently reported. This note was part of the estate of Arnold Cowan, the 
California variety collector. It became available when Cowan’s estate sale took place in 1998 at R.M. Smythe & Co.’s Memphis sale where it 
realized $8,250 after being purchased by our Consignor. This type, like the Indian Princess $5, is notorious for only being available in lower 


or impaired condition. PCGS grades this piece Apparent Very Fine 25. There are some minor restorations, which is common for the type and 
the cross-cut cancellations have been closed, likely to reinforce the paper.

Printed by Hoyer & Ludwig, the so-called “Indian Princess” $5 is one of the keys and great rarities in the Confederate series. Based on records 
of serial numbers kept by collectors and dealers, it is believed that there are around 140 examples still in existence. This note was created 
after the Bank of Charleston donated what was probably a very worn plate to the Confederate Department of the Treasury in 1861. This 
may account for the very low number actually produced: 7160 notes. This piece first surfaced at a Currency Auctions of America auction in 
2001, part of a consignment made up of the collection of Walter P. Jones, Ph.D. (1895-1977), the State Geologist for Alabama, who owned a 
complete Confederate type set. This type is notorious for having repairs, restorations, and other problems, and unmolested examples are quite 
rare. The serial number 27 indicates this was one of the first notes of the type printed and issued. PCGS grades this piece Apparent Fine 15, 
with a few minor impairments including remnants from a mounting and a small edge split on back. It’s important to note that no restoration 
work has been attempted on this piece, likely resulting in even more bidding activity. While condition is certainly a driving factor in the price 
for Indian Princess $5s, it’s the strength of the vignette that collectors covet most. In this case, the Indian Princess is about as bold as we've 
seen from more Very Fines.

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer's premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot.

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein.
